Legalized beer to aid the farmer, 


help employment, and restore an in- 
dustry yielding revenue to the gov- 
ernment was urged today before a 
senate committee. 


Representative William E. Hull, 


Republican, Illinois, 
and 
Senator 


Hiram Bingham, Republican, Con- 
necticut, advocated a 4 per 
cent 


brew. 
Bills by Bingham for beer contain- 


ing 4 per cent alcohol by volume, 
and by Senator Bulkley, Democrat, 
Ohio, for 2.75 per cent by weight, 
were considered. 


Again friend and foe of prohibi- 


tion were present at the hearings be- 
fore the committee headed by Sena- 
tor Metcalf, Republican, Rhode-Is- 
land. 


Hull told the committee he plan- 


ned to introduce a bill regulating 
breweries. He said "relegallzing of 
beer 3.2 per cent alcohol by weight 
or 4 per cent volume which is non- 
intoxicating would yield the govern- 
ment at 2 cents per pint bottle the 
enormous sum 
of $330,000,000 par 


year. 


"The farmers would sell 66,000,000 


bushels of barley the first year for 
the brewing of beer which would 
increase during the second year and 
following years to at least 120,000,- 
000 bushels of barley per year. Thfe 
would Increase the price of grain 15 
cents per bushel." 


He said beer should be sold al- 


most entirely for family consump- 
tion and should be sold 
through 


grocery stores in cases only. 


Hull said much more alcohol was 


being used now than before prohibi- 
tion, adding the total consumption 
was 110,679,506 gallons in 1918, and 
241,126,030 in 1930.

"He may bo wrong," said Dr. Hyde 


In speaking of what he termed the 
president's effort to avoid national 
disintegration. 
"He onay even be 


overwhelmed in defeat, but if he is, 
he will go down fighting, not for 
himself, but for the welfare of his 
country. One thing Is certain, he 
will never dip his colors to panic, or 
bow his head In submission to fear." 


Washington —(XP)— A battle cry 


for the renomination of President 
Hoover was sounded today in a pub- 
lic letter by Senator Moses, Repub- 
lican, New Hampshire, declaring "it 
is time for-Hoover men to stand .up 
and be counted." 


Moses announced he has filed for 


delegate to the Republican conven- 
tion pledged to support Mr. Hoover 
because he felt that "this is no 
time for any real friend of Presi- 
dent Hoover to stand upon technical- 
ities." 


The New Hampshire senator, an In- 


fluential party leader, explained his 
views in reply to 
inquiries 
from 


friends on why he had pledged him- 
self to the president in view of his 
opposition to the drastic provisions 
of the New Hampshire law providing 
that pledged delegates must continue 
to vote for a candidate as long as he 
was a candidate.

Dwight F. Davis as governor general 
of the Philippines, President Hoover 
today sent to the senate the name 
of Theodore Roosevelt to fill 
the 


post. 


Washington—(XP)1—Dwight F. Dav- 


is resigned today as governor gener- 
al of the Philippines and his succes- 
sor will be Theodore Roosevelt, now 
governor of Porto Rico. 


After conferring 
with President 


Hoover, the governor general said 
there was no understanding as to 
when this resignation took effect. 


He planned to visit his wife and 


daughter, Alice, In Paris soon. The 
illness of Mrs. Davis was one reason 
for his resignation. 


Davis confirmed 
reports of his 


resignation as he stood beside Sec- 
retary Hurley in the White House 
offices after a talk with the chief 
executive. 


He immediately 
moved to quiet 


speculation that he might enter pol- 
itics again, possibly seeking a post 
in the senate. Asked directly about 
this, he replied: 


"There is nothing to it." 
Davis has been governor 
of the 


Philippines since 1929. He entered 
cabinet ranks In 1923 when he be- 
came assistant secretary of war, lat- 
er serving as secretary of war under 
President Coolidge from 1925 to 1929. 


Meanwhile, the subject of Philip- 


pine independence continued in dis- 
cussions in the national capital. Sec- 
retary Hurley, 
who accompanied 


Davis to see the president, said to- 
day his report 
on the Philippine 


question would be withheld, possibly 
indefinitely. 


The secretary of war explained his

Special to Post-Crescent 
Forest Junction—Spreading its ex- 


treme length over a distance of near- 
ly half a mile, and projecting its to- 
tal height approximately 30 
feet 


over the level ground, the West For- 
est Junction viaduct, 
one of the 
state's grade separation projects of 
1931, has reached a stage of com- 
pletion where only finishing touch- 
es in the spring are required to pre- 
pare it for the paving of combined 
Highways 10 and 57. The viaduct 
over grades the Chicago and North- 
western railroad. The red clay ap- 
proaches, rutted with construction 
work during the mild weather, are 
unsurfaced. With a suitable detour 
leading through the village, it is pro- 
posed not to open the structure to 
traffic until after the completion of 
the paving next summer. 
The viaduct rises 
from 
level 


ground without the advantage of 
any natural elevation or depression, 
and crosses the single track of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
extending between Manitowoc and 
Kaukauna. For a single track cross- 
ing, which it makes at a sharp an- 
gle of approximately 30 degrees, the 
Tiaduct is said to rank among the 
largest grade separation projects in 
the state. 
Crosses Camp Entrance 
In addition 
to the railroad, 
it 
crosses a camp ground entrance at 
the same sharp angle, which gives a 
total length to the concrete work of 
451 feet and 7 inches. The distance 
is divided into 115 spans, with 14 
rows of supporting columns. Its un- 
usual length is apparent 
from a 


comparison with the East 
Forest 


Junction viaduct, now under con- 
struction, which crosses 
a single 


track of the Milwaukee road at al- 
most a right angle, and consists of 
only three spans at a total length of 
165 feet. 


Original plans called 
for a con- 


crete framework 163 feet each way 
from the center of the 
railroad. 


When during the construction, how- 
ever, it became evident that no suit- 
atile entrance to a camp ground of 
the Appleton District Campmeeting 
association at the location could be 
•provided without 
imposing serious 


traffic hazards, 
the specifications 


'were changed so as to bridge 
the 


existing entrance to the 
grounds, 


lengthening • the viaduct 
by 125 
leet. While the change involved an 
aggregate increase of about $10,000 
over the contract price of some $26,- 
000, it had the effect of reducing the 
cost of the ground fill on one of the 
approaches.

The work began on Aug. 15 last 


year, and up to Christmas, when the 
last concrete had been poured, activ- 
ities had been in progress for 108 
working days. Intended as a meas- 
ure for unemployment relief, work- 
men had been registered at Kaukau- 
na last April. 
With 
over 
three 


months' delay in starting, many of 
the registered worker* were unavail- 
able when the work began, and a lo- 
cal registration office 
was estab- 


lished at the town clerk's office here. 
No record waa locally 
kept of the 


number of registrants, but It was 
well in advance of the number which 
the contractor could employ. 


The largest crew employed at any 


one time consisted of 66 men divided 
into two shifts of six hours per day, 
oeginning work at 6 in the morning 
and stopping at 6 in 
the evening. 


Beginning Oct. 19, the 
afternoon 


shift was cut to 
five and one-half 


hours. With the aid of artificial il- 
lumination, this schedule 
was ob- 


served until the present time. Small 
crews of men are now employed ir- 
regularly at miscellaneous details. 


Approximately 1300 yards of con- 


crete went into the structure, 326,000 
pounds of structural steel, and 2,200 
aquare feet of mesh. 
About 50,000 


yards of earth have so far been re- 
quired for the ground fill, trucked 
from a ravine at the August Broehm 
farm one and one-half 
miles dis- 


tant. 
The opening 
over the 
railroad 


track is iiO feet wide with a vertical 
clearance of 22 feet 6 inches. 
The 


opening over the camp ground en- 
trance is also 20 feet wide but lower 
than the railroad clearance. The reg- 
ular spans have five cement girders 
each, measuring 2 feet 6 inches deep, 
and steel girders are enclosed in the 
cement bridging the span over the 
railroad track.

The following letter written to and 


published by the Glasgow, Scotland, 
Evening Times tells its own fair story: 


"Sir,—May I give my personal 


opinion of this humbug 'Buy Brit- 
ish Goods?' 


"I have recently returned from 


the U. S. A. and find that the 
prices of articles here are too ter- 
rible for words. 


"The wages over there are more 


than double what we have here. 
My wages averaged 32 to 35 dol- 
lars a week, which is equal in our 
money to about 6 pounds 10 shil- 
lings. Now my wages don't even 
hit the 3 pound mark, yet I could 
buy articles for half what you have 
to pay here. Take radios. Fancy 
paying from 6 pounds to 14 pounds 
for a little cigar box run with a 
battery. Why, they are throwing 
them away for as little as 50 cents, 
and, what's more, they would not 
be bothered with them only eight 
years ago when they were in 
vogue. For 30 dollars, that is 6 
pounds, I could purchase a beau- 
tiful cabinet, any style, five to 
eight valve set, all electric. Now, 
tell me, why cannot we buy one 
here for that money? 


"Foodstuffs are just as cheap 


over there. For instance, eggs 27 
cents a dozen, butter 29-cents a 
lb., sugar 5 cents a lb., or 2 Ibs. 
for 8 cents; cigarets, a packet of 
20. 13 cents, two packets for 25 
cents, or cheaper still if you pur- 
chase a box of ten packets. That 
would be 200 cigarets for as low 
as a dollar and 17 cents. Cigarets 
here cost us poor mugs 12 cents, 
otherwise 6d for a packet of 10. 


"Automobiles are very cheap, 


no doubt due to the big produc- 
tion. Still, why cannot we make 
and sell according to our wages 
over here? For instance, I can 
buy a Ford sedan car in the U. 
S. A. for 540 dollars, yet you want 
close on 200 pounds for the same 
car here, which is almost 1,000 dol- 
lars. Who is getting that terrible 
profit? 


"Furniture, musical instruments, 


etc. are far cheaper than we pay 
here, and, furthermore, just as 
good. Now, as long as the wages 
are double than we are paid here I 
still have good grounds for argu- 
ment. I say there is something 
radically wrong, and that is, too 
much profiteering. 
So why buy 


British goods when the 'doggone' 
foreigner can lick us all over?— 
I am, etc.' 


AMERICAN SCOTTY." 


This letter comes at about the right 


time. It ought to act as a fair re- 
storative of our confidence in the good- 
ness of what we have. 


Certainly "Scotty" spoke from the 


heart. 


There is one perfect cure for the 


'American malcontent. Make him re- 
side awhile in some other country. 
Let him choose as he will, for even if 
he selects the fairest nation abroad, it 
•will take but a few •weeks there to send 
him home pell-mell with the conviction 
that our hardships are feather pillows 
compared to those elsewhere.

Another phase of the seemingly eter- 


nal dispute between courts and news- 
papers concerning their mutual rights 
has cropped out in Kentucky where a 
circuit judge refused to permit a re- 
porter 
representing the 
Knoxville 


News the right to enter the courtroom 
to report legal proceedings because, he 
claims, the newspaper printed an edi- 
torial containing a "scurrilous, false 
and unwarranted statement concerning 
the action of the trial judge in other 
litigation." 


His statement "that the judge has 


the right to control the courtroom at 
all times'* may be freely admitted if 
the reason he has such a right is carc- 


kept in mind. Assuredly he has 


no right to control the courtroom in 
any personal sense but only in the 
sense of serving the public. The court- 
room isn't his. It belongs to the peo- 
ple. 
, 


When he made this ruling it was 


clearly for the purpose of punishing 
the editor but he is preventing the 
public from getting the news to which 
it is entitled, and merely because, if we 
take his statement as entirely true, the 
editor did him a grievous wrong. 


This judge ought to know that the 


freedom of the press does not include 
the right to print "scurrilous, false or 
unwarranted" matter about anyone. 
He must know that an editor who does 
anything of the kind is amenable to 
the law and that there is a very sum- 
mary means of "procedure called con- 
tempt of court. 


Before appellate courts have finished 


the matter, we will probably find the 
judge citing the editor for contempt of 
court but opening the door to the re- 
porter. 


THE DEATH RATE GOES DOWN 


One of the most heartening phases of 


human progress is the steady advance 
being made against a number of di- 
seases, which only a few years ago 
were demanding a heavy toll of life. 


Diseases whose ravages have been 


drastically checked relate chiefly to 
the ills of childhood. 


The tuberculosis death rate is only 


about one-third of what it was at the 
beginning of the century. In 1931 there 
is indicated a new minimum for this 
disease, the decline for the first nine 
months being 7.5 per cent, the largest 
per cent of decrease in the last ten 
years. Diphtheria shows a drop of 3.9 
per cent over the previous year, the 
death rate being about two-fifths of 
what it was five years ago. Scarlet 
fever shows an even greater reduction, 
while typhoid is wholly preventable 
through proper prophylaxis, and shows 
a decline of 95 per cent since 1900. 
The year 1931 will show no increase in 
the pneumonia rate despite an increase 
in influenza. 


On the other hand, certain diseases 


of middle or old age still remain a chal- 
lenge to science. Diseases of the heart 
took a death toll of 1,374 persons per 
million of population in 1900, as com- 
pared with 2,664 in 1929. Cancer rose 
from 640 per million in 1900 to 960 in 
1929, while 1931 will show an addition- 
al increase of 6.4 per cent. These are 
diseases associated with the wearing 
out of the human machine as it ad- 
vances in age. They are baffling but 
are being attacked with a determina- 
tion that promises something for the 
future. 


Yet the net result is progress. A 


recent bulletin of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company, quoting statistics 
for the first nine months, prophesies 
that 1931 will record a lower death rate 
than ever before in the United States 
and Canada. This is especially re- 
markable in a period of such wide- 
spread depression. 


AUSTRIANS BOTTLED UP 


Now that European nations are go- 


ing to extremes in erecting tariff bar- 
riers to keep out their 
neighbor's 


goods, Austria, in order to prevent the 
export of money, raises the growing 
jack-pot of nationalism by imprison- 
ing most of its population within its 
own boundaries. 


The 
Austrian 
government 
has 


achieved this by the simple device of 
refusing to permit citizens to purchase 
railroad tickets to cross the border 
unless they can show that they possess 
sufficient currency to go abroad. Then 
it 
further 
clinches 
the 
argument 


against any possible migration by for- 
bidding the banks to sell to anybody 
more than the equh alent of seven dol- 
lars of such currency. 


Journalists and commercial travelers 


are excepted. But others wishing to 
go on pleasure, or to visit relatives or 
to seek health, will be unable to travel 
far on seven dollars. 


This action by the Austrian govern- 


ment 
is 
a 
heroic 
measure 
to 


keep in the country every penny of 
its resources. 
Austria is in a desper- 


ate plight and reports indicate her re- 
cent request for a loan from France 
was refused. 


Being unable to obtain credit, she 


has but one recourse—to keep at home 
what money she has left. In attempt- 
ing to do so, Austria embargoes her 
population. 
If other nations should 


call Austria's bet and do likewise, the 
spirit of nationalism would 
rise tri- 


umphant and international contacts 
develop nothing but 
hordn 
imbro- 


glios.

authorities find it practically Impos 
sible to keep any public swimming 
pool, any pool used by a large num- 
ber of persons, free from popllutlon 
and sate for the patron. Anything 
powerful enough to kill off the di- 
sease germs in the water is likely to 
prove too irritating- to the patrons's 
skin, or to his eyes. 


Ringworm, dermatophytosls, tri- 


chophytoslfl, foot itch, "Trench" foot 
"athlete's foot," may be pretty ef- 
fectually prevented by the use of a 
simple fungicldal foot bath and in- 
dividual slippers or sandals. 


The most 
effective 
precaution 


against ear and sinus infections Is 
rigid exclusion of persona who have 
nose and throat troubles, and a 
strict enforcement of a rule against 
spitting or blowing the nose In the 
pool. 
Even In pools having the most ef 


flcient disinfecting installations it is 
necessary to have a fresh change of 
water at the rate of 1,000 gallons for 
every 20 persons bathing.

dio authorities are "bearing down" 
on operators of outlaw radio sta- 
tions, being used both by rum-run- 
ning rings and In unlicensed broad- 
casting, •with 
such vigor that a. 


large number are abandoning their 
ventures, it was disclosed here to- 
day. 
. Under the supervision of the fed- 
eral radio 
commission's legal 
di- 


vision, several violators have been 
prosecuted in the federal courts re- 
cently and about a dozen cases now 
are pending throughout the country. 
Evidence is being collected Involving 
some 50 stations, whereas when the 
authorities began the drive a few 
months ago there were more than 
100 "suspects" on the list. 


It was stated by Ben S. Fisher, as- 


sistant general counsel of the com- 
mission 
in 
charge 
of 
criminal 


prosecutions, that the 
government 


has been Traging a determined bat- 
tle against the radio violators, but 
that it has been 
a. difficult 
and 


tedious process to single out the sta- 
tions, determine their locations and 
finally to raid them. Outlaw broad- 
casting stations have been detected 
by Interference with the 
operation 


of other stations, but in the cases 
of code stations operating 
in the 


short waves and guiding the move- 
ments of 
rum-runners and 
other 


smugglers, the task has been far 
more difficult.

"Go to Peking and kill Prince 


Tsai Lun," said the commander of 
the revolutionists in Canton. Young 
Ching went to Peking, found four 
associated and set a bomb by a lit- 
tle house near Tasi I/un's palace 
gate. 
The industrious prince al- 


ways passed this little house at ex- 
actly 5 o'clock in the morning on 
his way to work. The conspirators 
lay concealed, ready to press a but- 
ton when the prince went by. More 
evidence here that there Is no per- 
fect crime. Ching had put the bomb 
in a can which had been left by the 
roadside, and 
sniffed 
by 
parsing 


dogs. The prince's little clog, li^r-lirm 
his master's flowing robes, suddenly 
froze, sniffed and pointed. Then he 
dashed ahead, where lay the bomb 
in the path of the prince. 


The prince saw 
llva connecting 


wires, picked tip his 
robes 
and 


siinmeu. 
The little dog remained 


to snifr. 
He v.-as not a Manchu, so 


Ching didn't press the button. Tsai 
lAin roused the palace and the con- 
spirators were caught. 


Tho axe man 
was 
taking 
his 


stance. 


"Why are you a revolutionist?" 


Tsai Lun asked Ching. 
"I would 


have to write it for you," Ching re- 
plied. "I will give you three days," 
asid the prince. 


Three days later, Ching turned in 


his essay. In his youth, his father 
had brought In a priest to say over 
his crib the ancient prayer, "way 
his writing wrist be as limber as the 
willow wythe." The prince read his 
treaties. 


"This Is great stuff," said 
the 


prince, in effect. 
"Put away the 


axe." 


So Ching became one of the great 


leaders of the new Chinese republic. 
At 49, he dresses like a college boy. 
He is said to have the best literary 
style in China. 


In support of cat license measures,

human form of tuberculosis, diph- 
theria, ringworm, enthrax and scar- 
let fever, and are especially unde- 
sirable when infesting city filth. 


Important Step 


They believe that having cats li- 


censed by their owners is a logical 
step in the control and reduction of 
unwanted strays and of pets that 
are permitted to wander to the detri- 
ment of other Interests. 


This is a step in the right dlrec 


tion. It should be inaugurated in ev- 
ery state of the Union. Every car 
driver who travels the country roads 
after dark sees several pairs of red 
eyes in every mile traversed. Nine 
times out of ten 
these 
belong to 


stray cats, because the eyes of all 
animals do not shine at night. 


Many game wardens already take 


it U'pon themselves to shoot every 
stray cat seen at night. But it should 
be mandatory on their part. The life 
of one helpless young bird is worth 
far more than every prowling cat 
with Its "nine lives." 


One of the greatest menaces to 


bird life in the cities is that same 
cat, whether it Is the common scrub 
variety or a bushy-tailed Persian, if 
he Is allowed to 
ramble about at 


night. It is gratifying to know that 
In the light of conservation matters 
as they have been conducted In the 
past, many moves such as this are 
coming to the fore. It is by no means 
the boy with his air gun that keeps 
tho number of our beautiful, little 
songsters down.

TEETH 
and Your Health 
This is the thirteenth of a series of articles published by 
the Outagamie Dental Society. Readers are invited to 
send in their questions. They will be answered by quali- 
fied experts of the Dental Society. 


If you are thoroly interested in your children's 


health you must be interested in their teeth and 
watch and care for them. 


The child's first teeth, called deciduous teeth, 


come in from about the fouilh month to two years of 
age and should last until they are naturally shed be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 12. 


These are important teeth and every effort should 


be made to keep them because the child needs them 
to chew its food during the greater part of the most 
important time of his life, that time "w herein he has 
the most rapid growth. 


All of these teeth are used for at least six years 


and part of them for as long as 10 years. 
They are 


just as important as the permanent teeth and in 
health or in disease they have a vital influence over 
the development and growth of both the child's 
mind and body. 
* 
# 
* 


In order to help the child'that he may keep these 


teeth, parents should see that the child has plenty 
of the different kinds of food which furnish mineral 
salts and vitamins for building good, strong tooth 
structure. The best of these are milk, green leafy- 
vegetables, fruits, bread 
and cereals, 
especially 


those made from whole grain. Without sufficient 
supply of these foods the teeth -nil! be undernour- 
ished and consequently more susceptible to decay. 


The child should be taught to thoroly chew all 


food. 
Coarse foods help to cleanse the teeth but 


other cleaning also is required. 
As the first teeth 


erupt, cotton or gauze wrapped around mother '& fin- 
ger and dipped in normal salt solution should be 
used to cleanse the teeth and swab out the mouth, 
cleanse the tongue and inside of cheeks and lips. 


As soon as the first few teeth have fully erupted 


a tiny, medium-soft bristled tooth brush should be 
used with normal salt solution. After the teeth are 
all erupted at about 2 years of age an unmedicated 
tooth paste may be used. The brushing of the teeth 
should be done by the parents until the child has 
learned to do it thoroly himself and he should be 
supervised until the child can be depended'upon to 
do it thoroly. 


In addition to the 
cleaning, the child's 
teeth 


should be examined by the dentist at least once each 
six months after 2 years of age or earlier if there are 
any dark spots on the teeth. See that tlie child has 
plenty of rest and sleep, plenty of fresh air and plen- 
ty of play in the sunshine.

without an almanac, and no farmer's 
almanac is quite complete without 
a series of weather predictions. The 
farmer's desire for foreknowledge of 
the weather is as old as agriculture 
itself. 


Unfortunately this demand can 


be satisfied in only a limited 
way 


by accurate scientific methods and 
the almanac maker either employs 
some nonsensical process of predic- 
tion based on the moon, stars, or 
what not, or 
simply 
sets 
down 


whatever his Imagination suggests. 


Almanac, weather predictions arc 


worthless, but they 
have acquired 


a considerable- reputation. The rea- 
son is twofold: 
In the first place, 


we live in a very changeable climate 
and almost any prediction that Is 
not absolutely out of keeping with 
the season—such, for example, as 
the announcement of a. snowstorm 
in August, or a hot wave in Febru- 
ary—is prntty sure to be verified 
within a specified period of three or 
four days, or within a few days be- 
fore or after such a period, in which 
case the slight error in time is re- 
garded Indulgently by the public; in 
the second place, the successful pre- 
dictions, which, as just explained, 
must bo numerous, produce a more 
lasting impression than those that 
are unsuccessful. 


Th-a only possible chock upon self- 


delusion in this respect is to write 
down day by day the prediction and 
tho actual weather and at the end 
of a month or a year to count tln> 
number of successes. 
This process 


ia earnestly recommended 
to 
per- 


sons who still retain more or less 
faith in the almanacs. 


It might be well enough to leave 


in the almanacs the weather fore- 
casts, provided every almanac mak- 
er would have the grace to append

By its very statement of purpose. Chapter 22, Laws of 
1931, was not a revenue-producing measure by .1 tax-shift- 
ing measure. It lifted a very material portion of the 
burden of highway maintenance and construction from 
general property and placed it on the user of the road 
— tho motor vehicle owner. The specific statement Indi- 
cating that this was the. intent of the legislature is con- 
tained in Section 84.01 (4). Chapter 22. Laws of 1031: "It 
Is declared the sense of the legislature that the amounts 
made available for rural highway improvements in 1930, 
through the state and 
its counties, exclusive of the 
amounts provided by subdivisions of the counties for local 
improvements. Is a sum sufficient to meet reasonable re- 
quirements of traffic, being efficiently administered, and 
is the maximum that a decent regard for the interest of 
the taxpayers of tho state will permit."

The Commission has also received a resolution by the 
county highway committee of Outagamie County endors- 
ing the resolution" adopted by the City Council. 
About a year ago a similar proposition was put before 
the Highway Commission and was Investigated by the 
writer, who reported to Mr. John Goodland, Mayor, on 
August 13, 1930 as follows: 
"The proposed routing of TJ. S. Highway No. 10 by way 
of Badger Avenue. 
"It develops on examination of this route that there 
are very few buildings from Wisconsin Avenue to the 
crossing with the Soo Line near College Avenue; so few 
buildings, in fact, that if the trunk highway routing were 
located by way of Badger Avenue, it would constitute an 
addition to the State Trunk Highway System of about a 
mile and a quarter. 
"This is because state trunk highways extend into a 
city of a population of more than 2500 to the point where 
houses average less than 200 feet apart". Inasmuch as 
the state trunk highway mileage is now up to the max- 
imum, it would be impossible to add any more mileage. 
"Another reason why the 
Badger Avenue routing 
should not be adopted Is the unprotected railroad grade 
crossing with the North "Western, on which the view of 
approaching trains Is very badly obstructed, especially In 
the west. 


"In view of these conditions the Commission was un- 
able to grant the request of your council." 
As the writer remembers the situation, the grade cross- 
Ing Involved on Badger Avenue is a particularly bad one, 
and while the situation on College Avenue is by no means 
free from objection, this crossing is at least protected by 
automatic signals. 


The present routing of State Trunk Highway No. 10 Is 
also advantageous from other standpoints, in that traffic 
coming from the west on No. 10 and desiring to go east 
or vice versa has a very direct marked route under the 
present arrangement, whereas the marked route if U. S. 
No. 10 is routed over Badger 
Avenue would be very 
crooked and objectionable for that reason. True, the local 
traffic which knows the streets would not be affected but 
the traffic which depends upon the state trunk highway 
marking would be affected and that quite adversely. 
The Commission is very desirous of cooperating with 
the City Council and with the County Highway Commit- 
tee, but it is felt that the objections raised are of great 
weight, and unless the circumstances have changed since 
the report of August 13, 1930, was made, the Commission 
is unable to see how it can consistently recede from the 
position then taken.

Dear Sir:—AS you probably know by the Laws of 1917. 
the Legislature provided for the payment by the counties 
of aid to dependent children. This law was amended from 
time to time and is now known as Sec. 4S.33 Wis 
Statutes, and It provides in substance that the state shall 
credit each county on its share of the state taxes with 
one-third of the amount disbursed in each year by the 
County Board for such aid and for maternity aid. The 
Statutes also contains as proviso that if the moneys ap- 
propriated for such payment by the state to the counties 
is not sufficient to pay 
each county one-third of 
the 
amounts disbursed by it, then the Secretary of State and 
the State Treasurer shall prorate the amount that the 
state has appropriated amongst the several counties. 
ilia different Legislatures have failed to appropriate 
sufficient sums to pay 
the counties one-third of the 
amount disbursed by the several counties, and at this 
time the difference between the amount paid by the State 
to Douglas County and the amount which it should have 
paid, is the sum of about. $194,000. Tho difference be- 
tween the amount which the state should have paid to 
your county and the amount which it has p.ild, amounts 
no doubt, to a. very large sum 


It would seem that there will be a gr«at deal of dis- 
tress and destitution during the coming Kail, "Winter and 
hprmg, owing to the great amount of unemployment not 
only m this fc-tate, but in every state, and if. will be nec- 
essary to render aid to those who have no employment 
and who will bo in need. 


Our County Board of Supervisors has passed a resolu- 
tion, a copy of which I am herewith enclosing to you 
calling upon the Interim Committee of the Legislature 
to recommend a plan whereby {ho State shall pay to eacli 
county at least, one-half of the difference between the 
amount it has paid and the amount it should have paid 
to such counties for aid to dependent children and mi- 
ternity aid. Doubtless, if this one-half were paid to vour 
county, it would go a Ions: wav in solving the problems 
of caring for the needy this Winter. 


Will you kindly advise me at once, your opinion as to 
whether your County Board will pass n'similar resolu- 
tion.' Also please state when your Bonrd will meet and 
if it will not meet shortly, state whether von would bo 
willing to attempt to call a special session to consider 
this matter. 


We arc attempting to get every rountv board to pass 
a similar resolution, and then bring thn mnfter before th~ 
Interim Committee which has met and who will give se- 
rious consideration to the problem of caring for tho needy 
and the destitute, whoso condition is due to unemploy- 
ment. 


It is important that the matter b<-- taken up at onrp 
so that we can go before the Interim Committee by tho 
Legislature very shortly.

Gentlemen:—We. the undersigned Trustees of River- 
view Sanatorium hereby respectfully submit our annual 
report for the year ending June 30, 193.1: — 
This report covers the first full year of operation since 
occupying our new addition. The new building has In- 
creased our bed capacity from 32 to 64 beds which en- 
ables us to admit patients making application Without 
that delay which was formerly so objectionable. 
Twelve regular monthly meetings of the Board have 
been held at the Sanatorium during the year. At these 
meetings problems of management and the buying of 
supplies and the fixing of salaries of the employees have 
been the principal duties brought to our attention. 
From our observation, the staff of nurses and other 
employees seem, capable, are interested in their duties 
and under the leadership of Miss Boyle are giving gooc 
service. 


The spirit about the building is one of cheerfulness 
and it is a source of considerable pride and satisfaction 
to tsee the benefits of the Sanatorium is affording the pa 
tients and the whole community. 


The upkeep ot the grounds and buildings is well main 
talned and the property is well protected by insurant 
against loss by fire, tornado and casualties. 


The capital expenditures during the year have beei 
the installation of a modern incinerator of good capacity 
at the cost of $1085.00 and one other item of $605.10 foi 
the beds and other furnishings.

A special effort t» made to reach and examine the fam- 
ilies of the patients in the Sanatorium. 
It Is well known that the childhood typ« of the disease 


Is acquired by Inhaling the tubercular bacilli Into the 
lunga where a reaction takes place and usually healing 
occurs. From this focus the germs are carried by the 
lymphatic vessels to the glands about the roots of the 
lungs or better the lymphatic glands about the trachea 
and bronchial tubes. 
There Is a marked tendency for 
these glands to heal and the disease to be limited to that 
area. 
Many of these children show no impairment of 
health, but when exposed to a second Infection later in 
life, they constitute most of our future adult tuberculosis. 
This childhood type Is not possible to diagnose by a 
physical examination. It requires a careful history, a 
tuberculin test and an X-ray picture in order to reach 
a decision. 
At the clinic all children are tuberculin tested and If a 
positive reaction Is obtained an X-ray picture is made of 
he child's chest. When a child with this type of Infec- 
on Is discovered, he Is instructed as to his habits and is 
icalled at intervals for rechecking. 
There were thirty seven such infected children dlscov- 
red, some of which entered the Sanatorium. 
Our hos- 
itallzation of children has varied from eight to fifteen. 
In my last report, I suggested that more attention be 
iven to this class of cases and provision be made where- 
y more of them could enter the Sanatorium and school 
acilities provided for them: It Is an Ideal that seems not 
o prove practical for the reason It Is not necessary to 
eep these children under prolonged treatment. It would 
dd materially to the overhead expense and it Is difficult 
o segregate them in our present quarters so they would 
ot disturb the adult patients. 
A reasonable policy at least for the present would seem 


o be to select those who are most in need and care for 
hem during the summer months; during this time In- 
truct them in health habits and at the same time parents 
ill become better informed. 
Our out-patient nurse, Miss Zeltler, In addition to her 
ther duties has been of a great help in the discovering 
f children who are suspected of having been exposed to 
nfectlon and persuading them to appear for examina- 
lon. She maintains a set of complete records and keeps 
n touch with those who are found to be In need of fur- 
her observation, recalling them when It seems advisable. 


Heliotherapy continues to be an important adjunct In 
e treatment of properly selected patients; provision for 
his was made on the roof of our new addition and the 
ame was utilized for that purpose during the summer 
months. We lack facilities for giving this form of treat- 
ment during the winter and it Is hoped steps may be tak- 
n to provide a room and equipment whereby a solarium 
may be advisable for winter use and for the treatment of 
everal patients at one time. This can be accomplished 
t the present time at a very much reduced cost and our 
•resent alpin lamp be turned into good advantage. 
The advances made in recent years in the treatment of 
uberculosis have been 
mostly of a surgical 
nature: 
neumothorac, operations on the phrenic nerve 
and 


groups of muscles and plastic operations on the chest 
wall; all of which are intended to immobilize the lung 
ire established procedures and are indicated in a limited 
lumber of patients. We have at Riverview the facilities 
or the carrying out of these measures. 
There is an opportunity for improvement In our X-ray 
and laboratory department. The amount of time and de- 
ail this work Involves, should, in order to bring about 
he best results be intrusted to one who has had special 
raining in that line. 
The death rate f-rom the tuberculosis in our country 
which has shown a consistent decline for the past eigh- 
een years has not been quite so favorable during the 
past year. Whereas, in 1913 there were recorded sixty 
leaths; since that time each year has shown a lessened 
mortality until one year ago the number reached thirty- 
one, while in the past year thirty-two deaths occured. 
No attempt is made to account for this. It is not beyond 
reason to believe the economic condition has been a great 
actor.

The 1931 honey crop in Wisconsin as a whole was very 
poor due to unusually hot, dry weather unfavorable for 
the production of. nectar, and consequently the bees were 
compelled to utilize old stores and as a result old infection 
was unearthed in many yards where disease has not been 
found for several years. Because of the shortage of hon- 
ey much robbing took place and consequently a greater 
amount of American foulbrood was encountered In all of 
our area clean-up counties this summer. From the stand- 
point of inspection, however, the season for the most part 
was Ideal in that very little1 time was lost because of 
rainy weather and rapid progress could be made because 
the usual delay in handling supers with honey was not 
necessary. 


Because of the light honey crop the beekeepers were 
glad to have their diseased colonies done away with and 
cooperated with us to the fullest extent in getting their 
equipment cleaned up. 
Taking advantage of this op- 


portunity, the department expended much larger sums of 
money than was asked of the counties feeling that it 
was a good Investment at this time. 
The inspection work was carried on this summer in 
Outagamie county by George Jacobson, who we feel gave 
an excellent account of himself, inspecting 2,093 of bees 
in 136 apiaries of which 35 colonies were found diseased 
in 5 apiaries and were destroyed 
and

Gentlemen:—La-st winter when distress overtook many 


Indians in the Town of Gnulda certain aid was admin- 
istered through my office. I deem It advisable therefore 
to call your attention to our past experience and to make 
certain recommendations. 
Last winter it wns reported that many Indians were 
without necessary clothing. Through my office and with, 
tho wholehearted, assistance of tho Sheriff and Under- 
sheriff we distributed approximately four truck loads ot 
clothing In tho Town of Onelda.. 
We could have se- 


cured much more, had It been ne-ccssiry. 
Several eUf- 
ricultics. however, arc enceiuritered. 
In most Instances 


It Is necessary to call for tho clothlntr. 
Citizens would 
call my off leu by telephone and advise mo that they \\*-vo 
uillliiK to K'VO thf clothing If it were called for. The dis- 
tribution of the cl.Xhes given was another problem. We 
transported it to a place 'le.signutftl by tho Supervisor 
from Onelda nrid h.5 provided tho individuals needing 
aid with it. 


In my opinion this work of gathering ami distributing: 


elothe-M can bu extended to the entire county. 
It would 


require, however, jjonie Individual to supervise it. 
For- 


.several months it would require all his time;. 
Most of 


this clothing would Imvo to be called for and that could 
bo done with a county truck. It would have to be stored 
prior to dl.Htrlhutlnn for several days to be assorted, and 
ample sparo for that purpose cejuld bo provided in tha 
hasipment of tho Courthouse. The person In charge would 
havo to rnnko arrangements with evnry Supervisor for 
Hid distribution in the Township 
Tills entails far mora 


work than Is fit first apparent. It has also occurred to 
mej that whllo thin person designated to supervise this 
weirk l:i about the county he could make necessary In- 
vi-itlKatl<>ti« for the Committee on Poor and thus accom- 
plish I-AO objects nt one time.

Yale university, testified that 8 or 4 
per cent of alcohol by volume was 
not Intoxicating and that "student 
beer drinking is harmless physically 
and advantageous socially." 


In a letter read to the committee 


by Senator 
Bingham, 
Republican, 


Connecticut, Clarence "W. Mendell, 
dean at Tale college, said he believ- 
ed "the effects of beer in such quan- 
tities as any normal boy would con- 
sume is harmless." 


Bingham, author of a bill to au- 


thorize 4 per cent beer which 
the 


committa is considering, made a plea 
for what he called "good, wholesome 
beer." Under his proposal, he said 
the saloon would not return since 
beer would be sold only In cases to 
consumers and in cafes and hotels 
with meals." 


Bishop James Cannon, Jr., of the

The recommendations periodically 
made by state superintendents of 
banks that "thrift accounts" be seg- 
regated from the general group of 
commercial deposits have gained 
force and momentum in the 
past 


year from the unfortunate 
experi- 


ences of depositors in insolvent in- 
stitutions. It is not, unlikely that 
more vigorous measures may be 
taken by state legislatures this win- 
ter in an effort to create a preferred 
status for bank deposits that are 
primarily of a savings character. 


As a general rule the increase in 


the deposits of a majority of the 
interior or so-called "country banks" 
in the past 20 years, and especially 
in the last decade, has occurred In 
those representing the savings of 
bank clients and. made to insure the 
safety of their principal and gain at 
the same time the benefit of a mod- 
erate return in interest. Savings de- 
•posits probably average 60 per cent 
and commercial deposits 40 per cent 
of the total. Frequently banks show 
in their statements time deposits as 
high as two-thirds of the total of all 
deposits. 


Margin Widens. 


There has been a gradual widen- 


ing of the margin between the two 
as the Influence of the city bank has 
spread into the interior and local 
corporations and chain stores have 
deposited funds in metropolitan cen- 
ters that formerly were banked in 
the home institution. 


Mutual savings banks are com- 


pelled to Invest the deposits of their 
clients in certain restricted types of 
securities, such as real estate, first 
mortgage obligations of railroads 
and public utilities that pass the 
specific requirements of the state in 
which the savings bank is located. 
Commercial banks, 
on the 
other 


hand, may place the funds of their 
depositors, including those monies 
realized from "thrift accounts," in 
such investments as their boards of 
directors consider safe. It becomes, 
therefore, a matter of Judgment as 
to the type of securities in which a 
commercial bank invests. Unfortu- 
nately thrift funds have In too many 
instances in recent years been em- 
ployed, to purchase domestic and for- 
eign bonds on which there has been 
a heavy depreciation in market val- 
ue and some defaults in interest 
payments. 


It is obvious that the entire policy 


of commercial banks toward their 
investments could not be immediate- 
ly recast. 


The recommendation Just made by 


Superintendent Broderick in New 
York state is that a period of five 
years be allowed the commercial 
banks to make changes that would 
place a higher type of investment 
behind savings accounts, and In the 
end build up a. portfolio approximat- 
ing iri character that of the mutual 
savings institutions. 


Would Reduce Rates 


One of the fundamental changes 


compelled by the proposed new or- 
der of things would be a reduction 
in the rate of Interest on savings ac- 
counts in commercial banks. 
The 


competition between these banks for 
new business has developed policies 
of high interest rates. 
To support 


these it has been necessary to in- 
vest in securities that. In turn, pro- 
duced an average ranging from 4 
per cent to 45 per cent to the de- 
•positor and at the same time giving 
a margin of profit applicable to the 
stock of the institution. High inter- 
est rates on commercial bank depos- 
its and purchases of securities of 
Inferior ratings have gone hand in 
hand all over the country. 


There are bankers who believe 
that a thrift account In a commer- 
cial bank should not receive as a 
maximum over 2-1 per cent inter- 
est, and that, on this basis, the bank 
could afford to Invest 
and 
hold 


against such deposits the highest 
types of corporation securities and a 
much larger percentage of govern- 
ment obligations and short term 
notes than Is now to be found In 
even the best 'portfolios. This would 
also permit them to compete with 
the mutual savings banks in the 
larger centers, as the average depos- 
itor prefers to have his money in 
his home bank rather than out of 
town, even though it may earn 
somewhat more in the latter loca- 
tion. 


There has also been some sugges- 


tion of a guarantee of bank depos- 
its. This was tried out in a number 
of the western and northwestern 
states a few years ago and did not 
prove satisfactory or prevent depos- 
itors In institutions that were fun- 
damentally weak from, losing a por- 
tion of their funds.
